I.  -All  persons  having  received  authority  to  raise  Volunteer  regi¬ 
ments,  batteries  or  companies,  in  the  State  of  New  York,  will  imme¬ 
diately  report  to  his  Excellency  Governor  Morgan,  at  Albany,  the 
present  state  of  their  respective  organizations.  They,  and  their 
commands,  are  placed  under  the  orders  of  Governor  Morgan,  who 
will  reorganize  them  and  prepare  them  for  service  in  the  manner  he 
may  judge  most  advantageous  for  the  interests  of  the  General  Gov¬ 
ernment. 

II.  .All  commissioned  officers  of  regiments,  batteries,  or  companies, 
now  in  service,  raised  in  the  State  of  New  York,  independent  of  the 
State  authorities,  can  receive  commissions  from  the  Governor  of  that 
State,  by  reporting  to  the  Adjutant  General  thereof,  and  filing  in  his 
office  a  duplicate  of  the  muster-in  rolls  of  their  respective  organ¬ 
izations.
